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A one-year course in the interpretation of earlv classical music will 
be provided in the Royal Academy of Music for a limited number of advanced 
students from September 1960 under the general direction of the Principal. 
with the assistance of Mr. George Malcolm and Mr. Thurston Dart. The 
music of the 16th, 17th and 18th centuries will be included in the general 


scheme of study.

Students of the Royal Academy of Music who have taken a diploma 
in Pianoforte or Organ-playing will be eligible in their third or fourth year, it 
accepted by the Principal, together with those who have passed Division III 
in Pianoforte, or Organ,and Harmony. Students of graduate status who have 
completed a full course at a University or Conservatoire other than the Royal 
Academy of Music may be accepted. The Principal may also at his discretion 
admit other well-qualified senior students who do not come within the above 


categories. 


DIPLOMA 


A special Diploma will be granted to those who successtully 


complete the course. 


FEES 


The fee for the course will be £114 per annum. including the 


Diploma Examination at the end of the third term. 
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
